Mr. Johnson upon receiving this notice, 
appeared before the Hon. Salon P. Chase, 
Chief Justice of the United States, and 
took the oath of office as President ot the 
United States, and assumed its duties and 
functions. At 12 o'clock the President met 
the heads of departments in Cabinet meet 
jng at the Treasury, building, and among 
other business the following were trans- 
acted. 

First, The arrangements for the funeral 
of the late President, was referred to the 
soveral secretaries as far as relates to their 
respective departments. 

‘Second, Willian Hunter, Esq., was ap- 
pointed Acting Secretary of State, during 
the disabllity of Mr. Seward, and his son 
Frederick Seward tho Assistant-Scerotary.. 

Third, ‘Che President formally announced 
that he desired Co retain the present scere- 
turies of departments of bls cablnet, and 
they wonld go an and discharge thelr re- 
spective duties in the same manner as be- 
forw the deplorable event that had changed 
the head of the government.
